In their geettinff dirtnrbed over the changing ideai in th.' world 
about them, people often faU to notice that in some reepecU tlip nia- 
lerial world about thorn hns changed since they were children. 

To one who has not followed closely the various st, ps m u l.ie.i 
our education svstf.ii l,iis l.c.'u changed within the laHt quarter ol ft 
centuiy both in what is beint? taught and in the manner of teaching it 
in disconcerting to find that much has been rW.mKvd wi.icli u. his day 
he consid.Tod the .'ssonee of school training- \ftcr a casual survey ot 
modern school methods and subjects of study, he is inclined to dis- 
miss the matter by saybg-"No. schools ain't what they used to be. 

This t. ndenov to paint the past as the golden era, to picture it as 
perfection made perfect, is active of course in all fields. Whether the 
critic has in mind the church, or polith s, or tb. ,s.bo..ls. Ih> can and 
does with equal facility in all three fields paint the past n. roseate 
colors, and tjcm i-ally has little to say that is commendatory of the 
l.rescnt. lie foigets lliat when be was a child, bis elders in their own 
day on looking around them dismally said,-" No, things ain t what 
they used to be." And their elders no doubt said it before them. 

To pick out the i)i r sent sborteomintrs of any institution like the 
. hurch or the school, and to imply tliat these institutions had no ahort- 
romings at all in an earlier generation is to show isfnoraiu e which may 
be excusable but is none the less i(?nornnee. Kven when wc taught 
the three R's in the golden era of perfertin,,, it is doubtful whether 
education was at that time one whit moiv , ith i. nt than it is lodiiy. 

It is not condoniu!,' any defects of modern education to say this. 
The point is that things aren't what they used to bo; but that the.v 
have changed for the worse wonld be hard to prove. Tiie individunl 
who laments the passing of the three R's-as a matter of fact, they 
haven't gone out— has failed to consider that he is doing and usui;.' 
many things today which were not thought of in the years to which 

he looks back. . v . . u- 

A glance about him when he switches on the electric light in his 
apartment; or when he u.scs tiie telephone: or \vh(ii by means of an 
automatic elevator he lets himself down to street level from the eigiitii 
floor, and drives his automobile downtown, proceeding complacently 
through traffic tlie very si^'ht of which would have terrified his par- 
ents thirty or forty years ago— these things ought to convince him 
that other things besides the three R's aren't what they used to b.'. 
A little thought for the changed life which we lead as compared to tiie 
way in which an older generation lived, might make ns a little moiv 
sympathetic toward institutions which arc not finding it easy to keep 
up with these rapid cha nges. 

FBUOHT SATES. 

Last fall, when the interstate commerce commission yielded lo 

the plea of the railroads for an increase of twenty ■,.(■, nt in freight 

rates, railroad executives held to the belief that their revenues would 
be mcreased to a considerable extent. The opposite has been the 
effect. 

That the increase in freight rates has had something to do with 
existing industrial and business conditions is almost generally admit- 
ted. The railroads find themselves in the situation of the man who 
killed the goose that laid the golden eggs- They have the liigiu r 
freight rates, but they do not have the business from which to collec t 
them. Shipping costs have rcaelied a point that makes them a real 
factor in the transaction of business. 

The rate on lemons from California is almost ecpial to the price 
for which fnreipi-frrown lemons are selling in New York City. It will 
easily be seen that lemons are not being shipped from California to 
the east and the railroads are getting no revenues from such sliip- 
ments. The interstate commerce commission is considering a lower- 
ing of freight rates, with the object of giving some aid to industry 
and business by lowering tiio operating costs, and at the same time 
add to the incomes of the railroads by increasing the shipping busl- 
r.cs.s Just what will be done remains to be seen, but that something 
will have to be done is evident.

Law and Order. 

Washington, D. C. — "on .\l.iy Gtli 
occurred the centennary of the death 
of .Napoleon, the Idol of Prance," notes 
the Ueiiubllcan I'ubllclty Association, 
throimli ItH ITosldent," Hon. Jonathan 
llournc, Jr ■ I'ln. occasion Is one for 
the review of the life and accomplish. 
mentH of the great man to see If we 
cannot draw from hlH career lessons 
tor present day application. Tbe world 
la prone to think ot Napoleon solely 
as a mllitay military man, paying lit- 
tle attention to his civil record as Em- 
peror of Prance. It Is true that he waR 
one of the greatest Ki in'ral.M wlui I'vcr 
lived. As Marliot icUs us. tlic soldier 
who underst.Tiids .ViiikiIcohs strategy 
has ncilhin*; more to Irani. Hut there 
Is another sidi' tu tlie cliararliT (if the 
F'^rcnch leader that Is worthy of study 
111 these abnormal times. 

"To begin with, Naypoleon was not 
a native Frenchman. He was born In 
tho island of Corsica, a Prench pos- 
session, it is true, but the life and 
thought of whoso people had llttlu In 
common with the French When the 
yoiwiK man landed in Franco anil en- 
tered II nillll.ary sclmol al llic imi' of 
ten ho was, to all intents aiul l>iir- 
pones, an Immigrant. Ills ulllinate rise 
fmm that humble station to the dic- 
tatorship of France should bo an In- 
spiration to evory immigrant to a 
foreign land. The presidency ot tho 
United States. Is limited by the Con- 
stitution to native-born Americaus. 
but there is no other office of social 
station in the whole land that is not 
available to every new-comer to our 
shoes. The Inimigrani Is limited only 
by Ills own will, ability, and Kood be- 
havior. 

"At the ai;i' of 2'.', N'apoleoii whs 
broiicht faci' to face with mob rule. 
Ho was in Paris on that faterful 20lh 
of June, IT'.il', whe nthc rabblo Invaded 
the Tullcrics %nd was a close observer 
of the events that followed, ending in 
tho guillotining of tbe royal family 
and many of the French ariatocracy. 
For ten years thereafter he was occu- 
pied with military duties, but when he 
was proclaimed Consul in 1802 the im- 
pressions that had been mado upon his 
mind by tlu^ liorront of the Rovoliitlon 
found oxiircpRlon, ami he di'voled liini- 
flolf to si'llliiK up a t;overnuii'nl based 
on law and onler. lie establislii'd an 
education system, the Hank of Krancc. 
the LoRlon ot Honor, an dthe Napole- 
onic Codo of laws which la the guide 
of Prench law today and has had n 
protOond Influence on Justice through- 
out the world.
